A special huUetiu issued by the Depart nu'nt of 
Commerce sho^s that there were l.'i.Sl. 5.886 persons 
of foreign birili livinpr in the I nited States when 
the last eensnJ elosfd in liMd. These tijjnres show 
au increasf J\' ai)i)roxinnitely ;{,r)(K),(UH) over the 
jiumber of fareigners residing here in 1900. The 
increasing' ratio is slightly in eJtcess of the general 
increase in population. 

Approxiouitely 10 per cent, of this foreign-burn 
population Uve in New York. The census statistics 
show tliat l.-"Jl,i>ri took up pei'iiianent n'sidi iicc s 
in New Vork, altliough only 47.').(HK) iiave beetnne 
citizens of 'the United States.
